The ship Norfolk had arrived from Mel- 
bourne with I wo hundred and seventy-two 
thousand ])ouniLs in gold. 

The London filolx;, in announcing ihe 
early return nf Lord Clyde from India, .says 
he will be succeeded as Commander in 
Chief by Sir Iliigli Rose j that Sir William 
Mansfield becomes Chief Commander at 
Horn bay, and Major Generals Malcolm and 
Spencer, heads of the Rladra.s divisions. 

The renewed erl«rts in behalf of the 
Suez Canal attracts general attention. — 
The London journals all disclaim opposi- 
tion to it on political grounds, but ridicule 
its feasibility as a commercial undertak- 
ing. 

In the recent battles between Sjiain and 
Morocco, the loss of tho Moors is estimated 
at .'i.noo men. 

Cholera prevailed at Tetutan. 

General Prim's corps was attacked on 
the road to Tetutan, and had forty killed 
and wounded. The Mnor.s were repulsed 
with great loss. 

A Madrid journal reported that the Gov- 
erninenl was about to borrow thirty-five 
million Frances trom the Bank on Deposit 
of Securities. 

Italy;— -The report of the marriage of 
General Garibaldi is pronounced unfounded, 

Tlie latest accounts from Turin say that 
ihe <'lii)ic(! of the Sardini.in Kcpresfntatives 
to Congress was still nndetiTinined. 

Cardinal Wiseman had arrived at Ronie, 
anil was cord iai Iv received hy the niemlwrs 
of the Sacred Collei;e, and had an iiitcivii'w 
with the I'opi!. 

Latkh. — The sleamship Bcdiemian had 
arriveil from Cineenstown, Ireland, with 
daln.s to Jlecemher 22. 

Fifteen thousand Moors attacked the left 
redoubt at Ceiiia. They were surrounded 
hy the right wing of the Spanish army and 
tiriven hack at the point of the bayonet, with 
a lo.ss of lifioon luinclruil. 'J'liu Spani>li loss 
was forty killed and one hundred ao.I lu ctity. 
six wounded.

'I'lie Two Mhmal brigades, coinniandcil by 
G(!neials Gozales, Medlin and I'uehlita, 
were not in the action, being about two 
leagues (iisiant. '1 hey couhl have aideil 
Geiier. l Itoclia materially had llioy parlicu- 
paied ill the (ighl, and might have changed 
the result, but they thought discretion tho 
better part o'' valor, and remained with 
their forces at a respectful distance. 

After Gen, Roolia's death, tile command 
devolved on Gon, Rosas, whoso entire ferine 
amounted only to 1300 men, including the 
artillery of eight pieces, cominniided by Col, 
Hale, an Aineiican ; Rocna'.s forces having 
previous! V been liliMally cut lo piecc;s, and 
entirely n)Ut(;d. 

It is Haid that Rosas' men fought very 
bravely lor four honrfl, but linally being 



overwhelmed hy tho whole body of Mira- 
inoii's army, who had now eoiici'iiliated his 
entire forces, au'.l heiniiicd in on all sides, 
his^.^artillery destroyed, he gave the com- 
mand to retreat, and left Miiamon master of 
the field; but it v^as a.j^costly and ;{)loody 
victory for him, hafjng|i&stv(3ne?Kalf tdf his 
men, 

Miramon's forces are now in possession of 
the city of Colima, he Himself having pro- 
ceeded in llu) diligence to tlio cily ol 
jVlexico, 

The Liberal forces are acaiii united at 
Zaportlan and number about .'i.OOO men, 
ami 25 pieces of cannon, 'I'liey are prejiar- 
ing lo march to the city of IMexico, in con- 
junction vvilh^ Gen. Alvarez, of Guererro, 
who cnli''rhGsteir lO'Jifo'o men, and 30 pieces 
of cannon. 

Gen, Wheat and stall', attachetl to the Al- 
vaicz army, will probably iiiaroh from Aca- 
pulco with his brigado as the vanguard of 
the army. 

In addition to the forces of Orgazon, Rosas 
and Alvajf z, 6eas.*|ii)erta~apd ..Arljarga, of 
the State''of^M6relia,''wil1 also' march on 

Mexico, having (1,000 men aiul 20 pieces of 
artillery. 

For the above account, we ar(! imiebted 
to Col, VV, H. Hale, now in Acapuico, lb; 
was attached to Rosas Artillery Uriyade, and 
a participator in the battle, on the side ol 
the Liberajs, and tborefor^^his account may 
present the action of the LiL ertils in rather a 
favorable light. He was formerly of ^Val- 
tliain. Mass, lie was taken pii.^oin;r in the 
action near Colima, but by a ruse he escaped 
to A'japulco, He is now'in command of the 
artillery, under Gen, Alvarea, about to march 
to the cily of Mexico.
